Mellon Shows Mild Irritation. 

In his concluding cross-examina-

More Exhibits Offered. 

A considerable part of the time of 
the morning session was taken up 
with the introduction of exhibits, 
adding to the voluminous mass of 
material that has already been put 
intothe record. During this proc- 
ess, while members of the board 
and counsel conferred, Mellon 
looked off into space with an air of 
indifferent detachment. 

The record contains telegrams, 
cablegrams, documentary verifica- 
tion of trans-Atlantic telephone 
calls. hundreds of photostats.

The five days of his testimony 
have shown in numerous wWaA&yYs, 
both directly and indirectly, the 
vast extent of the holdings of the 
Mellon dynasty, headed by this thin, 
rather weary looking old man.

A magnetic ore finder located the 
dump truck somewhere above the 
opening over the chamber at the 
end of the cavern. Wiltshire’s body 
is believed to be somewhere below 
the truck, since he fell into the fill 
first, when it collapsed, and the 
truck followed, dropping from the 
brink and falling on its nose to 
sink from view within five seconds 
under an avalanche of boulders 
and dirt. 

Recovery of the body might neces- 
sitate removal of all the dirt that 
will fall through the hole until the 
rescue is effected. No effort will 
be made, in any event, to recover 
fthe truck. It is doubtful if it could 
be taken out of the boulder-strewn 
cavern, 1000 feet long, even if it 
were found.

The information 
cited correspondence which passed 
between the defendants in which 
credit information was refused, al- 
legedly on the ground that it should 
be supplied by the agency to which 
the territory where the inquiry 
initiated had been assigned. 
Instance Is Cited. 

One instance cited in the infor- 
mation was an attempt by Julius 
Garfinckel & Co. of Washington, to

NEW YORK, April 5.—Adminis- 
trators of New York City’s $50,000,- 
000 monthly unemployment relief 
budget came to the defense last 
night of “boon-doggling” and other 
such projects which have been de 
scribed in an aldermanie investt- 
gation. 

Assailing the investigators for 
“over-emphasizing” parts of the 
picture, the defenders of esthetic 
dancing classes and abstruse re- 
searches charged that metropolitan 
relief methods had been set forth 
as a “circus spectacie.” 

No Changes in Policy. 

With demands for a state-wide in- 
quiry made in the State Senate at 
Albany, the State Relief Adminis- 
tration held firm in its support of 
the local organization. Its chair- 
man, Alfred H. Schoellkopf, de 
clared after a conference with 
Mayor La Guardia that there 
would be no fundamental changes 
in its policy of contributing toward 
the city’s relief bill. 

“If we don't have these work 
projects we must have the dole,” 
Schoellkopf said. “The primary 
point is to get the people to work, 
and the nature of the projects is 
secondary. Whether some of these 
projects are useless is a matter of 


opinion.” 
Lloyd Pau! Stryker, chief eounsel 
of the aldermanic investigating 


committee, had characterized some 
of the projects as not only useless 
but “just bunk.” He made this 
observation after the committee 
| had spent a hilarious day listening 
to testimony about the jobs on 
which New York's idle have been 
emploved. 

There was “boon-doggliing,” for 
instance, not to mention the eu- 
rythmic dancing classes and the 
“study of the predominating non- 
professional interests of teachers in 
nursery schools, kindergartens and 
first grades.” 

Comment by Hopkins. 

Support for the relief heads came 
from Federal Relief Administrator 
Hopkins in Washington when he 
declared he had no “apologies” to 
make for the New York projects. 

“It's a damn good project,” Hop- 
kins said of the dancing classes, 
“and that goes for all the projects.” 

He said critics of the New York 

system were striking “at the white 
collar people.” 
A somewhat similar view was 
taken by Victor Ridder of the State 
| Board of Social Welfare, who said: 
+ “It would not be right to take a 
_highly qualified technician or re 
search man, make him take a pick 
and shovel and put him out to work 
in the parks if something else can 
be found which will have scientific 
| value and on which his training and 
background will be useful.” 

La Guardia Wants an Inquiry. 

Mayor La Guardia called on the 
aldermanic committee to investigate 
a charge attributed to State Senator 
John J. Dunnigan, Democratic ma- | 
jority leader, that relief money was | 
being used “to keep open the fusion | 
clubhouse in New York City.” 

La Guardia, who was elected on 
a fusion ticket, called for a “thor- 
ough investigation” of the charge, 
and Dunnigan went on to propose a 
statewide inquiry into relief admin- | 
istration. 

Calling his principal executives to 

his side, Col. William J. Wilgus, 

head of the works division of the 

relief administration, made a vig- 

orous defense of the way money is | 
being spent. 

“If the money were not spent on 
these projects,” he said, “it would | 
have to be egpent on the people at | 
home, eating their hearts out. plus 
possible police protection against 
anti-social activities that might be 
engendered because of their idle 
ness.” 

In defense of “boon-doggling,” 
Miss Grace Gosselin, head of the 
service bureau, said:

“It is useful because it teaches 
children to develop their hands at 
a time when the art of handicraft 
is nearly lost.” 

Other proponents of “boon-dog- 
Kling” said it was a term Originated 
by western pioneers and means the 
making of useful gadgets, such as 
wicker baskets, belts and knife 
sheaves. 

Miss Gosselin declared the pro- 
jects dwelt on by the investigating 
committee employed scarcely 2300 
persons out of more than 19,000.

|. REJECTS LOWEST BIDS 


Company Said to Be Owned by 
G. Locke Tarleton, Now 
Low for Street Work. 


The lowest two bids on the re 
surfacing of two East St. Louis 
streets were thrown out on techni- 
calities by the City Council when 
it opened the bids yesterday, leav- 
ing a company said to be owned by 
G. Locke Tarlton, East St. Louis 
contractor and political power, as 
the low bidder. 


The streets are Fifteenth, from 
Et. Clair to Nectar avenues, and 
Lincoln avenues, from Seventeenth 
to Twenty-fifth streets, with either 
bituminous concrete or brick spe 
ecified. 

Because it was not in a sealed 
envelope, as required, the low bid 
of the Asphalt Paving Co. of 8t. 
Louis for $47,107 for concrete, was 
thrown out. The second low bid, 
that of the Webb-Boone Paving 
Co. of St. Louis, for $48,782 for con- 
crete, was also rejected, because it 
did not provide for use of a “five 
ton sealed rotary mixer,” as re 
quired in the specifications. 

Patented Machine Specified. 

That left the low bid that of 
the Concord Construction Co., 225A 
Collinsville avenue, East St. Louis, 
for $54,830 for concrete. It agreed 
to use the mixer specified. Finance 
Commissioner John T. Connors told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
Concord Co. and two of the remain- 
ing three companies bidding were 
owned by Tarlton. 

Tariton has exclusive rights in 
this territory to a patented machine 
known as the Sealed Rotary Mixer, 
which exactly complies with the 
specifications for the street work. 
Daniel Boone, president of the 
Webb-Boone Co., wrote a letter in 
which he proposed to use another 
type of mixer, contending his bid 
followed the specifications of the 
Illinois State Highway Department 
on such paving. 

One Member Protests. 

In the vote on the first two bids, 
'Connors was the only one of the 
'five members of the Council to vote 
|against their rejection. He then

The congregation rose, sang two 
hymns, then settled down for busi- 
ness. Smith began by telling of the 
early history of the church, and 
how the Rev. Emil Hartmann had 
put “his life’s energy and moncy 
into the work of God and the build- 
ing of the congregation.” 

“This servant of God,” he said 
amid frequent cheers of approval 
from the congregation, “has al- 
ways held that this is your work, 
your church — made possible by 
your contributions. It has been a 
beautiful story of a loyal flock led 
by a devoted pastor. 

“A brother and a sister then 
came into the picture. They are 
trustees of the assets of the St. 
Louis Truth Center, Inc. It is dif- 
ficult for me to say unkind things 
in the House of the Lord, but it 
has been a disgrace to take petty 
jealousies of the work of God into 
court and attempt to take God's 
property.”

$800,000 RFC LOAN REPAID 
BY LITCHFIELD & MADISON 


Railroad Issues Bonds for Same 
Amount and Selis Them to 
Two New York Firms. 

The Litchfield & Madison Rail- 
road, with headquarters here, sold 
an $800,000 bond issue to a syndi- 


cate yesterday and used the pro- 


ceeds to pay off a loan of the 
Same amount obtained from the 
RFC Oct. 30. John Duncan, presi- 
dent of the road, in announcing 
the transaction, said this was the 
shortest loan the RFC ever made 
to a railroad. 

John Nickerson & Co. and A. B. 
Titus & Co. of New York bought 
the bonds, at $94.50 on the $100. 
The bonds, due in 25 years, will 
bear 5 per cent interest. 

The RFC loan was obtained. aft- 
er some difficulty, to go towards 
paying off a 1909 bond issue of 
$1,000,000, which matured Nov. 1. 
The difference was paid from the 
road’s treasury. Last year the I. 
C. C. refused to let the road sell 
a new bond issue because the price 
was too low, Duncan recalled. The 
RFC attitude towards the loan was 
critical at first because the line 
had paid 281 per cent in dividends 
in 1926-33 and because a cash re- 
serve of nearly $500,000, presum- 
ably set up by previous owners to 
retire the bonds maturing last No- 


vember, had been used to. buy 
bonds of an interrelated utility 
holding company. The road is a 


wholly-owned subsidiary of Utili- 
ties Power & Light Corporation, 
which owns the Laclede Gas Licht 
Co. About half its. freight busi- 
ness consists of coal.

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MARCH RELIEF COSTS 
IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


$328,000 Spent, Mostly Fed- 
eral Funds; Decline Since 
December Continues. 


Relief in St. Clair County in the 
first three months of 1935 has cost 
the State and Federal governments 
$1,004,578, including $67,808 in ad- 
ministrative expenses, according to 
a report by the St. Clair County 
Emergency’ Relief Commission. 
Costs for the past year have been 
$3,547,161, of which $195,234 was 
spent for administration. 

Relief expenditures reached 4 
peak of $367,300 in December, but 
since then have declined to $328,115 
for March. The allocation for April 
is $287,468—a further reduction. The 
number of families on the active 
relief rolls rose to 10,900 during 
January, declining since then to 
10.373 for March. Fred G. Austin, 
county relief administrator, said 
these reductions conform with the 
general downward trend through- 
out the State. 

Relief costs in St. Clair County 
are borne principally by the Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion. Of the March expenditures, 
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only $4721 was paid by the State. 
The St. Clair County appropriation 
for poor relief, including support 
of the county farm, and payment 
of various pensions, is approximate- 
ly $5000 per month. In East St. 
Louis, where about half of the fam- 
ilies on relief live, the Community 
Fund Association, with an annual 
appropriation of $32,760, disburses 
an average of $2730 per month for 
charity and welfare work. 

Of the $328,115 spent for relief 
in March, $299,167 went for direct 
relief and $26,578 for work relief 
on projects employing about 1000 
persons. Major items of expense 
were: Administration, $20,659; food,

The work relief program in St. 
Louis, which now employs about 


2500 men and women at a cost of 
about $100,000 a month, covers a 
wide range of activities, providing 
work for both manual and “white 
collar” workers. 

A survey of the 42 separate un- 
dertakings in which the workers 
are now engaged showed that the 
great majority are at work on jobs 
which have an immediate and 
tangible value to the community. 

The records disclosed no surveys 
on the distribution of safety pins 
or the frequency of duck dinners, 
such as those which disturbed a 
New York aldermanic committee 
this week. There was a record of 
a recreation program last year, in 
which men and women were em- 
ployed to give instruction in vari- 
ous sports, handicrafts, folk danc- 
ing, domestic science and other 
matters at community centers and 
playgrounds, but it was not appar- 
ent that “boon doggling” which the 
New York aldermen found amus- 
ing, was one of the subjects taught. 
“Boon doggling,” the aldermen 
found, was the art of weaving 
ropes, and making tents, sleeping 
bags and other pioneer necessities. 

$1,521,500 for First Year. 

The works program, directed in 
St. Louis by R. O. Hagerty of the 
Relief Administration, was begun 
last April, after the CWA had been 
abandoned. In its first year, end- 
ed last week, expenditures for wa- 
ges and materials totaled $1,521,500. 
Other materials, and supervision 
when needed, were provided by the 
city, Board of Education, or other 
government agency under’ which 
the workers were employed. 

The workers are chosen from 
the relief rolls, and their earnings 
are determined by their relief re- 
quirements. The prevailing wage 
rate is paid, so that a painter may 
get $10 a day, but will be permit- 
ted to work on a relief job only one 
or two days a week, according to 
the need of his family. 

The administrative staff of the 
works division is itself organized as 
one of the division’s activities, with

doing other landscape work. The 
golf greens in Forest Park are be- 
ing reconstructed with the aid of 
312 relief workers, and 163 are 
planting trees and shrubs in the 
city parks. Old and unused road- 
ways in Forest Park are being re- 
moved and earth-filled by 51 work- 
ers. 

Throughout the city 167 workers 
are engaged in removing dead 
trees, and removing dead or lis- 
eased limbs. The wood is then cut 
into cord lengths and distributed 
to families on relief. 

At Jefferson Barracks there are 
329 relief workers, repairing and 
painting buildings, repairing and 
constructing roads, quarrying rock 
for road construction and for use 
in building a warehouse, and land- 
scaping the National Cemetery. The 
War Department Medical Depot's 
buildings are being repaired by 26 
workers. 

94 Making Surveys. 

Various surveys require the em- 
ployment of 94 workers. These in- 
clude a study of the occupancy of 
streets and other public property 
by railroads; a cost survey being 
conducted for the Consumers’ 
Council; an analysis of the relation 
between juvenile delinquency and 
crime, being compiled for the City 
Plan Commission from court rec- 
ords; research into the efficiency of 
methods of instruction, under the 
direction of the Board of Educa- 
tion; and a study of the reasons 
for families being added to and re- 
moved from the relief rolls. 

Another group of 137 workers is 
engaged in classifying the work 
skills of those on relief, in prepara- 
tion for the new Federal program 
of relief through jobs.

Fresh Spring Vegetables and 
Greens Replace Old Sulphur 
Molasses Tonics. 


This is the time of year when we 
particularly crave fresh fruits and 
vegetables, lighter meals and plen- 
ty of green foods. It’s the season 
that used to be dedicated to the sul- 
phur and molasses bottle and to 
other similar concoctions designed 
for the prevention or cure of 
“spring fever.” Today we know we 
can accomplish the same purpose 
by eating the right kind of food 
during the winter months and in- 
creasing our supply of vegetables 
and salads and fruits at this time 
of the year. Green foods are ship- 
ped to all parts of the country from 
the South, the Southwest, from Cali- 
fornia and from the countries to 
the immediate South and East, Mex- 
ico, Cuba, Puerto Rico. So abund- 
ant are the supplies of fresh vege- 
tables that reach us during the win- 
ter and early spring months that 
practically no_ section is without 
them. Diets are so much less re- 
stricted than they were 40 or 50 
years ago that it is only in very iso- 
lated parts of the country that a 
well balanced, varied diet cannot be 
secured all year round. In spite of 
this, the first pink stalks of rhu- 
barb are always alluring and we 
look forward eagerly to the first 
mess of fresh turnip greens, of field 
salad, or of dandelion greens. These 
with green peas, early asparagus, 
radishes, spring onions and the 
many other available vegetables add 
a liberal supply of valuable miner- 
als and vitamins to the diet. Use 
them as generously as possible in 
your meals planned for some weeks 
to come. 

Spring Greens Plentiful. 

In planning meals for this week, 
we have kept the seasonal require- 
ments in mind. Greens, either 
cooked or raw, are liberally includ- 
ed. Fruits with the valuable acids 
and minerals have a large place; | 
milk, eggs, butter and fish join the) 
list of health providing foods that | 
are so necessary in building strong | 
bodies and in establishing resist- | 
ance to colds and other diseases. | 
The wise housekeeper realizes she | 
can do more to keep her family | 
well with food than she can med- 
icine from the drug store. 

This week’s meals are simpte, but 
for that reason they lose nothing 
in the way of attractiveness or ap- 
petite appeal. Sunday’s meals may 
supply you with a few new flavor 
combinations, for example, thin 
slices of sausage are fried crisp 
and mixed with the scrambled eggs 
at breakfast time; sherry is added 
to the dressing for the salad made 
from light colored fruits; sliced 
dates are added to the stewed rhu- 
barb served at supper time. 

Fricassee for Sunday. 

Buy a stewing chicken for Sun 
day's fricassee, selecting one that 
weighs about 5 pounds. If the fam- 
ily is small, serve the breast and | 
thighs for one meal, saving the | 
drumsticks, back, wings, to cream 
or to turn into chicken hash or 
chicken creole for another meal. A 
chicken of this weight is a better 
buy than a smaller one:as it has 
much more flesh in proportion to 
the amount of bone than a 3 to 
3% pound one. When chicken 
fricasses is made, there is stock 
left over that we have utilized for 
the cream of chicken soup for 
Monday’s noon meal. Add to this 
stock any leftover vegetables from 
Sunday, simmer for 30 minutes to 
blend the flavors, add 1 to 2 eups 
milk and thicken with flour to the 
consistency of any other cream 
soup. 

Chopped beef makes the filling 
for the eabbage rolls served on 
Tuesday. The big increase in the 
price of meat makes its use a prob- 
lem for the housekeeper. Such 
recipes as these make a small 
amount of meat go a long way and 
make substantial meals. One pound 
chopped flank or bottom round 
will make enough for six persons. 

Lamb Cut Inexpensive. 

The lamb ragout is another ecom- 
paratively inexpensive meat dish. 
Buy two pounds shoulder of lamb 
for this, cutting the meat into small 
pieces. The recipe will be found in 
another column. 

Lent brings dietary restrictions 
to many homes, and meals without 
meat are served several times a 
week. We have noted this in our 
weekly meal plans as you. have 
perhaps observed. Salmon and 
corn loaf is delicious and rather 
novel in flavor and will be wel- 
comed by many.

Put one-half cup hot water and 
one-fourth cup butter or margarine, 
in a small saucepan and heat to, 
the boiling point. When boiling 
stir in, all at once, one-half cup 
flour. Continue stirring until the 
mixture forms a thick mixture or 
paste that leaves the sides of the 
pan and sticks to the spoon. Re-

Add 
one-fourth teaspoon salt and one- 
half teaspoon vanilla extract. Cool 
and fill the cream puffs with the 
mixture, 
Jellied Tomato Loaf. 

Sprinkle three tablespoons plain, 
unflavored gelatine into one-half 
cup cold water and let stand five 
minutes. Scald three cups canned 
tomato juice and season with one 
teaspoon worcestershire sauce, one 
tablespoon lemon’ juice, one tea- 
spoon salt and a dash of pepper. 
Add the gelatine to the hot tomato 
juice and let cool. Pour a layer 
one inch thick in an _ eight-inch 
square cake pan and bet stand in 
the icebox until firm. Keep the 
rest of the gelatine mixture at 
room temperature. Mix one cup 
cottage cheese with one-third cup 
mavonnaise, one tablespoon grated 
onion and two tablespoons chopped 
stuffed olives. When the tomato 
jelly is firm, spread the cheese in 
a thick layer over it, chill, cover 
with the rest of the gelatine mix- 
ture and Jet harden.

U. S. Appellate Court’s Decision 


On Code Case Chosen for Test 
Of Constitutionality of the NRA 


New York \Poultry Dealers’ Conviction on 
Counts Under State Laws Upheld, but 
Dismissed 1 as to Interstate Charges. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, April 5.—The Unit- 


ed States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
in passing on the first criminal pro- 
ceeding before it under provisions 
of the NRA and of the code of fair 
competition for the live poultry in- 
dustry, affirmed and reserved find- 
ings of the triai court in Brooklyn. 
Judge Martin T. Manton, presiding, 
and Judges Learned Hand and Har- 
rie Brigham Chase heard the appeal 
and concurred in the decision, 
which was given April 1. 

This is the case which the De- 
partment of Justice announced yes- 
terday it had elected for a Supreme 
Court test of the constitutionality 
of the NRA. 

Facts of the Case. : 

It involves the Schechter broth- 
ers, Joseph Martin, Alex and Aaron, 
owners of the Schechter Live Poul- 
try Market, Inc., of Brooklyn, and 
the A. L. A. Schechter Poultry Cor- 
poration, also of Brooklyn.

Plan For a Speed Highway. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WONDER if it has ever occurred to 
| the Street Department that St. Louis 
niight have a super-speed highway with- 
out the enormou. expense of a subway. 

This could be done by building a four 
or six-lane street paralleling the railroad 
tracks and a little south thereof, from a 
point west of the Grand Avenue Bridge 
to the Municipal Bridge. It would pass 
beneath the bridges at Grand avenue, 
Jefferson, Twenty-first, Eighteenth, Four- 
teenth and Twelfth streets, and would 
have separate approaches for all of these 
bridges, and an overhead approach:to the 
Municipal Bridge over Seventh boulevard. 

The few streets crossing the railroad 
tracks which are not bridged could be 
very cheaply run under this highway. 
There would not be a single surface cross- 
ing for the entire distance. The cost uf 
right of way where the city does not al- 
ready own it would be very little, as,most 
of the property is not being used. A 
bridge across the railroad tracks at a 
point west of Grand avenue would con- 
nect this highway with the new one now 
being brilt from the west. :

THE NEXT JURY COMMISSIONER. 

A meeting of the Board of Jury Supervisors, con- 
sisting of the 18 Circuit Judges and the Circuit 
Clerk, has been called for April 12 to consider ap 
pointment of a Jury Commissioner for the City of 
St. Louis. That position has been held for the past 
24 years by Amos L. Seaman, but, since Mr. Sea- 
man is a Republican and the jury board is now 
Democratic, it is expected that he will be replaced. 
Numerous persons have filed application for the po 
sition and the jury board has the immensely im- 
portant duty of selecting one of them for the post. 

It is, perhaps, not generally known that the law 
vests the Jury Commissioner with a certain amount 
of discretion as to the kind of persons who shall be 
summoned for jury service. This discretion, of 
course, can be exercised only during the canvass, 
since, once the names of prospective jurors have 
been selected and placed in the jury wheel, the proc- 
ess is automatic. Under the laws of 1931, Section 
9, pages 246 and 247, the Board of Jury Supervisors 
shall 

cause the Jury Commissioner to make a gen- 
eral canvass of said city for jurors deemed 
eligible and qualified. ... The Board of Jury Su- 
pervisors, or the Jury Commissioner, or any of 
his deputies, shall have the power to question, 
as to the eligibility of persons to jury service.... 
And every male citizen of this State, resident 
in such city, sober and intelligent, of good repu- 
tation and sound of mind, who. shall be able to 
read and write the English language uwnderstand- 
ingly and who shall be able to understand clear- 
ly the proceedings ordinarily held in courts of 
justice ... shall be deemed qualified. 

It can be seen that the language of the statute, 
in setting up qualifications for jurors, goes far be- 
yond the mere requirement, as contended by some 
lawyers, that they be able to read and write. It 
requires they be able to read and write understand- 
ingly, that they be of good reputation and sound of 
mind, etc. In pursuance of the clear language of 
the statute, a movement was inaugurated in the 
summer of 1932 by Circuit Judges Ryan, Calhoun, 
Hamilton and others to improve the character of 
juries. They called to the attention of the Jury 
Commissioner that he had the power under the law, 
within certain limits, to determine the qualifica- 
tions of prospective jurors. 

Mr. Seaman, accordingly, put into effect a sys- 
tem by which canvassers inquired about the educa- 
solicited consequence,

lenge. If a sufficient number of highly 
men were called for jury service, the six peremptory 
challenges permitted in civil cases and the 18 sim- 
ilar challenges permitted in criminal cases would 
not be sufficient to denude juries of all capable men. 

As proof of the fact that St. Louis jurors are not 
representative of the community, we call attention 
to the many apparent miscarriages of justice that 
have occurred in criminal cases. These are a mat- 
ter of such common knowledge they need hardly be 
listed. When it comes to jurors in civil cases, the 
proof of frequent incompetence is implicit in figures 
of insurance companies as to liability rates against 
damage suits in this and other cities. These fig- 
ures show that in 11 classifications of such insur- 
ance, St. Louis rates are either highest or second 
highest among all the large cities in the country. 
Bither. St. Louis jurors are awarding damages in 
many cases where none should be awarded, or jurors 
in all other large cities are discriminating unjustly 
and by wholesale against claimants. The latter is 
hardly credible. 

A comparison of the character of jurors in St. 
Louis courts and in Federal Court for this district 
points up the thesis that the former are not repre- 
sentative. The record of Federal cases, both civil 
and criminal, shows a far higher. percentage of rea- 
sonable verdicts than those obtained in St. Louis 
courts. Jurors in Federal cases are drawn from the 
whole district, and an attempt is made to obtain, 
not only men from every walk of life, but men of 
sufficient intelligence to pass on the knotty ques- 
tions involved in litigation. Moreover, Federal jur- 
ors are summoned for an entire term of court, in- 
stead of a week or less, as is usual in St. Louis 
courts, and thus obtain a better acquaintance with 
the processes of justice. 

The Board of Jury Supervisors, therefore, will do 
well to exercise the greatest care in selecting the 
new Jury Commissioner. He should not only be a 
man of the highest character but he. should possess 
the ability to conduct his office in a manner that will 
best serve the administration of strict and impartial 
justice.

NATIONAL FORESTS IN THE OZARKS. 

The Missouri Legislature has repealed the law lim- 
iting national forest areas to not more than 100,000 
acres in a single county, and there will henceforth 
be no obstacle to national forests in the Ozarks. 

Paul D. Kelleter, forest supervisor of Missouri, told 
the Engineering School at Washington University this 
week that this action by the Legislature would ex- 
tend the national forests in Missouri from a present 
total of 4,700,000 acres to 8,000,000 acres. The land is 
bought at from $1 to $3 an acre. It will be sowed in 
the main with lespedeza clover to stop erosion and re- 
store the humus which covered the hills before the 
timber was cut. 

Kelleter says there are living upon the selected 
areas 64,000 inhabitants, including 2200 squatters and 
4000 tenants. Many of these will bé removed to areas 
where the land can be cultivated. Permits to build 
and occupy cabins in the Federal areas will be grant- 
ed for a fee. In a word, the State is letting the Gov- 
ernment come in to do what it has not been able to 
do itself. 

Repeal of the law is a wise recession by the State. 
The old policy resulted in coimplete disuse, Lumber 
companies which have cut off the region hold most of 
the area suitable to forestry. The lands became prac- 
tically valueless after they were cut. It makes no 
difference where county lines lie in such areas, nor 
could there be any extensive reforestation by the 
Government until it was free to operate. 

Repeal of the old law will result in the restoration 
of a considerable part of the wild lands of Missouri 
to their original usefulness. Those in the Ozarks 
produced timber, and no substitute usefulness for 
them has been discovered. They have become bare 
and barren, their vegetation destroyed and their soil 
washed off. Many of the counties in this area look 
to the rest of the State to support their schools. 

The Forest Service will maintain 31 CCC camps of 
200 men each for this work. They will plant approxi- 
mately 40,000 acres of trees a year. No land is con- 
demned. In some cases, the timber and mineral rights 
are retained by the former owners, but there is 
almost no timber left on any of the land the Govern- 
ment is acquiring. 

The national forests will not be closed to the peo- 
recreative purposes. hey will very 
much resemble our own Missouri State parks. They 
will be clothed with grass, protected from fire and 
The greater gain will be to 
have them grow trees. This is a commonplace in 
Europe, where forestry has become a necessity. It is 
something new with us because ours is a new land,

A MOVE TO STOP THE CHACO WAR. 

It is welcome news that a move has been launched 
in South America to between Bolivia 
and Paraguay, which has been raging in the Chaco 
region, with intervals of quiet, for almost seven years. 
Chile and Argentina have initiated the effort with 
proposals to Brazil, Peru and the United States to 
offer joint médiation. Further encouragement is 
the report that Chile has learned both belligerents 
are receptive to the plan. 

The four South American nations included in the 
proposal are those which border the warring coun- 
tries. Since the League of Nations has failed thus 
far in its efforts to stop the war, it is timely that 
the neutral countries most concerned should seek to 
do so. It is more politic, also, that the United States 
enter the peace negotiations by invitation from South 
America rather than on its own initiative. 

Previous efforts, both by the League and by the 
American nations, have been unsuccessful, it is true, 
but the exhaustion of the belligerents now offers 
some hope that they will accept the counsels of their 
As we pointed out March 18, it is likely 
that an offer of their good offices by the sister re- 
publics will be more acceptable to Bolivia and Para- 
guay than the efforts of the League.

Let us hope they succeed, for Ameri- 
can institutions work best when there is a 
fairly even balance of parties. The country 
paid a heavy price for the 12 years of Hard- 
ing, Coolidge and Hoover, in which there 
was no effective or responsible opposition, 
and only the blindest Democratic partisans 
would wish to see the Democratic party 
have an unchallenged supremacy. 

The problem of the Republicans is in its 
main pattern like that which they had to 
meet in 1916. They are split. In 1912, Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, running as a Progressive, di- 
vided the Republican party and elected Wil- 
son. In that election, Taft had eight elec- 
toral votes and Wilson had 435. In 1932, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, running as a Demo- 
crat with progressive alliances, divided the 
Republican party almost exactly as his fifth 
cousin had divided it 20 years before. Hoo- 
ver, who was a successor of Taft’s, obtained 
59 electoral votes, and the Democrats 472. 

7 * * 

How real is this division within the G. O. 
P. can be seen even more clearly by look- 
ing at the 25 Republicans in the Senate. 
They include, on the one hand, Johnson, 
Borah, Qouzens, Norris, Cutting, Frazier, 
Nye. La Follette now calls himself a Pro- 
gressive, and is not counted in the 25 Re- 
publicans. Then there is a group consist- 
ing of two Senators each from Delaware, 
Vermont and Maine, one each from New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, who can be considered con- 
Servative Republicans. Finally, there is a 
middle group, largely from the Mississippi 
Valley. It consists of Dickinson of Iowa: 
Capper of Kansas; Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan; Schall of Minnesota; Carey of Wyom- 
ing; Norbeck of South Dakota; McNary 
and Steiwer of Oregon. 

Now, the gulf which Separates men like 
Norris, Nye and Cutting from fellow Repub- 
licans like Hastings of Delaware, is deep, 
and the Republican problem is to bridge it. 
The Middle Western conference, which is to 
take place shortly, is an attempt to build 
such a bridge. 

In 1916, the bridge was Mr. Hughes, who 
had not been involved in the 1912 quarrel, 
had a progressive record as Governor of New 
York and high conservative Standing as a 
Justice of the. Supreme Court. The insur- 
gents were shepherded back to the fold by 
their own leader, Theodore Roosevelt. The 
difficulties today are somewhat greater than 
they were in 1916, for while Mr. Justice 
Stone might conceivably be the bridge, there 
is no insurgent leader in sight who has any- 
thing remotely like T. R.’s power to lead 
the insurgents over the bridge. 

When they turn from personalities to is- 
Sues, the Republicans are in a very real 
quandary. They would like to attack the 
New Deal for devaluing the dollar, for the 
huge deficit expenditures on relief, for cur- 
tailing agricultural production, for what Mr. 
Hoover has called “monopolistic practices” on 
a “gigantic scale” in which “small business 
men have been disabled and crushed.” 

But before they can make much of a case, 
they have to meet the indisputable fact that 
it was under Republican rule that the dol- 
lar got completely out of line with sterling 
and the related currencies, that the contrac- 
tion of export markets took place under 
their tariffs, and that it was in the years

from 1919 to 1928 that monopolistic practices 
were organized on a scale never dreamed of 
before. Thus President Hoover's own Com+ 
mission on Social Trends reported that “the 
record of over 1200 mergers between 1919 
and 1928; involving a new disappearance of 
over 6000 independent enterprises by the end 
of 1930, is far from a complete record of 
mergers in all fields. Over 4000 enterprises 
among public utilities were absorbed in the 
same period before 1929.”

The problem which Franklin Roosevelt 
has been struggling with is the problem he 
inherited. He has an agricultural surplus 
on his hands, because there is a currency 
and tariff disorder which has closed an im- 
portant part of the export market. He has 
a large body of unemployed men and a large 
amount of idle industrial capital on his 
hands, in part because the export. market 
is so contracted and in part because the 
monopolistic. price policy of big business 
prevents the normal readjustment necessary 
to business revival. To~meet this situation, 
he has subsidized farmers to reduce produc- 
tion and he has been subsidizing the unem- 
ployed who cannot be employed at monopo- 
listic wage rates and monopolistic prices. 

That is why he has a deficit. It is wrong. 
It may be dangerous. But are the conserva- 
tive Republicans in any position to say that? 
Are they prepared to restore exports by 
lowering the tariff? Are they prepared to 
liquidate the internal depression by reducing 
monopolistic prices? 

The truth of the matter is that the Old 
Guard Republicans have no case against the 


‘administration because the thing they com- 


plain about, the deficit, is the consequence 
of the two policies—namely, the tariff and 
monopoly—with which they are identified. 
The real criticism of the New Deal is that 
it has perpetuated the Republican tariff and 
Republican encouragement of monopoly and 
by that has retarded recovery, run itself 
into deficits and opened up the possibility 
of budgetary inflation.

The very things the Old Guard stands for 
are the basic causes of the things it com- 
plains about. It folléws that an intelligible 
opposition to the New Deal must draw its 
inspiration and its driving force from the 
agrarian wing of the Republican party. It 
is, in fact, from that source that the first 
effective opposition to the New Deal is now 
arising. The attack on monopoly which 
commands the support of the Western pro- 
gressive Republicans is the first major at- 
tack on the New Deal since March, 1933. 

These progressives are the true c nserva- 
tives. They see that, unless comp » 
flexible prices are restored, there can be no 
full recovery and the country must move in- 
exorably to some kind of state collectivism 
in which monopoly is regulated by the Gov- 
ernment. The Old Guard who talk about 
the deficits and the danger of inflation and 
the curtailment of output have no remedy 
for these evils. Unless they change their 
whole past record and slough off their com- 
mitments, they cannot reduce the tariff and 
they cannot attack monopoly. 

The Old Guard will not be in control in 
the Middle Western conference. It will be 
interesting to see whether men like William 
Allen White take a stand on the tariff and 
On monopoly which will give them firm 
footing from which to attack the New Dea).

Archeological Treasures of 900 
B. C. Unearthed at Sian 
in Shensi Province. 


By the Associated Press. 

SIAN, Shensi, China, April 6. — 
Northwest China, often called the 
cradle of the Chinese race, is yield- 
ing long-buried archeological trea- 
sures as railway builders dig 
through ancient grave mounds and 
tombs. 

Bronzes and earthenware of the 
Chou dynasty, which dates back to 
the ninth century before Christ, 
have been brought to light along 
with relics of several succeeding 
eras. 

‘The Lunghai Railway, which 
reached here recently from the east, 
is pushing on deeper into a terri- 
tory which was the seat of China’s 
ancient civilization. Excavation for 
the right of way is going forward 
within sight of the imperial tombs 
of the Chou, Chin, Han and Tang 
dynasties, which stand out as land- 
marks of the. countryside. Some 
of the largest of these monuments 
rival the pyramids of Egypt in size. 
They are thought to contain price- 
less stores of imperial relics. . 


Highway construction also has 
brought to light many valuable 
pieces of 
have lain underground for centu- 
ries. Important finds also have 
been turned up by farmers plow- 
ing their fields. 

The most notable recent find in 
the heart of Sian was a 2000-year- 
old tomb containing a collection of 
ornate burial pots. The pots all 
bore the mark of the Han dynasty, 
which flourished at the time of 
Christ. This tomb, situated on the 
shore of a lake, was discovered 
when the waters of the lake washed

CREDITORS OPPOSE PAYMENT 
OF STREET CAR BOND INTEREST 


hearing Reset for May 22 When 
Kiel’s Proposal Is Challenged 
in Federal Court. 


Hearing on the application 
Henry W. Kiel, trustee of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., for au- 
thority to pay a part of the past 
due interest on the company's 
bonds, was reset by Federal Judge 
Davis for May 22 after counsel for 
certain creditors filed objections 
when the case was called today.

Objection to the payment of in- 
terest now was made by Hyman G. 
Stein, attorney for three lawyers 
who represent a group of holders 
of damage suit judgments against 
the company. Stein asserted one 
good reason for not paying the in- 
terest was that the claims of bond- 
holders have not been allowed by 
the court. TT. E. Francis, counsel 
for the trustee, admitted this was 
a valid reason and suggested the 
postponement of the hearing. He 
said that meanwhile the Court will 
be asked to allow the claims of 
bondholders. 

Stein argued further that under 
Section 77-B of the amended bank- 
ruptcy law, under which the trus- 
tee was appointed, the trustee has 
no authority to pay interest on 
bonds out of funds coming into his 
hands from operation of the prop- 
erty.

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BOND FORFEITURE 
RECORD MISSING 


Grand Jury to Investigate Its 
Disappearance From 
Court Files. 


The grand jury will be asked to 
investigate the disappearance from 


Circuit Court No. 10 of a file in a 


criminal case recording the forfei- 
ture of a $1000 bond, Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller announced today. 

The file was that of the case of 
Paul F. Noland, 1232 Hamilton ave- 
nue, 29-year-old clerk, charged 


on Sept. 18, 1933, with second de- 
gree forgery by passing a spurious 
check for $6.50. When Noland failed 
to appear for trial, Circuit Judge 
Hoffmeister, now out of office, or- 
dered his $1000 bond forfeited. The 
bond was signed by Harry Repple, 
2325 Gano avenue. 

Disappearance of the file was dis- 
covered early in January by Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Olian, who had 
intended to have judgment entered 
against the bondsman for collection 
of the amount of the bond. Failing 
to find the file, which had included 
a duplicate copy of the bond, he 
went to the office of the Circuit 
Clerk of the Circuit Court for Crim- 
inal Causes, to get the original. 

But the original was gone. So 
was the list of qualifications sub- 
mitted by the bondsman. These 
records were kept in a safe in 
charge of J. Adam Doerr, veteran 
deputy clerk who assisted Olian in 
an attempt to find them.
